DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Republican hopeful Mitt Romney, headed from one 
fundraiser to another, took the subway Saturday 
afternoon from Southampton to East Hampton 
accompanied by 106 aides, four accountants and 
eight secret servicemen. They, together with the 
press corps, took up two whole cars. And our 
Commissioner, Bill Aspinall, allowed that the whole 
thing would be for free. They went in through the 
EXIT doors, rather than go through the turnstile. 
We're told Mitt Romney raised $4 million while 
here. What happens to that money if somebody else 
becomes the official Republican candidate? 


A CORRECTION 

A letter writer (see letters to the editor in this issue 
on page 96) has pointed out to us that the number of 
riders and the number of rider miles posted at the 
top of this report seems to refer to the upcoming 
week rather than the week that has passed. This 
is the first time in the three years we have been 
publishing this newsletter that anyone has pointed 
this out to us, so obviously they misunderstand the 


words we used up at the top. So it’s been perhaps 
two million readers ok and this one not. Nevertheless 
we are reviewing this wording. 


A PROTEST 

A group calling themselves the 99% left off protesting 
against Mitt Romney on Saturday afternoon and 
came to our Hampton Bays headquarters to protest 
the power spraying of the tunnels the subway does 
once a month during the wee hours of the night when 
the system is closed. The protesters claim that the 
power spraying uses a chemical that has not been 
approved by any sanctioning body anybody knows of 
and some Of it is still in the air as soap particles when 
the subways reopen in the morning at 7 a.m. “Who 
knows what’s in there?” one protester said. “It smells 
like Ivory soap but how can we be sure?” 


SECURITY CHECK 

During this upcoming week, all passengers using 
Hampton Subway will have to show picture ID before 
they are allowed to use the turnstiles. This is not as 
a result of Mr. Romney being here. Mr. Romney is 
long gone. Nor is it about any terrorism threat. It’s a 
check to be sure that none of our riders is Old Man 
McGumbus, 107, of Shelter Island, who last week 
came down to the Sag Harbor platform carrying a 
shotgun, a bedroll, a backpack full of canned food 
and a bottle of water and set.up camp there. “I 


heard the sirens,” he said at that time. “There’s a 
nuclear attack coming.” After a four hour standoff 
with the subway police—during which our ridership 
numbers declined—he agreed that the All Clear 
had sounded and it was safe to go back up to the 
street. “The British didn’t have this problem with the 
subway during the Blitz,” he said as he went up the 
Up escalator. Apparently the subways were where 
the English went during the Second World War. Mr. 
McGumbus is now banned from using the subway. 


SPUR TO FOXWOODS IS CLOSED 

The G Line, which for the last year took passengers 
from our Sag Harbor station to Foxwoods via a 
long underwater and underground tunnel has 
been shut. Its demise was expected. Originally, it 
was supposed to go in a straight line under Long 
Island Sound from Sag Harbor to Connecticut, but 
when oil was discovered under Long Island Sound, 
a long circuitous detour tunnel had to be dug to get 
around it. The length of this detour—it went west 
along the north shoreline of Long Island and only was 
able to cross to Connecticut near Port Washington 
before heading west to Foxwoods, lengthened the 
time of the trip from 30 minutes to five hours. 
Though we allowed gambling on the G Line toward 
the end, ridership didn’t improve. In the end, it only 
had one trip a day up and back so either you were on 
it or you weren't. The cause of the closing, however, 
was due to something else. Even the hardcore 
passengers could see they'd rather take the new 
ferry from Sag Harbor to Greenport and back to have 
fun for the day. As the handwriting was on the wall, 
Commissioner Aspinall ordered the G Line (G for 
gambling) closed. 


COMMISSIONER ASPINALL’S MESSAGE 

It’s been an exhausting week. First Mr. Romney, then 
the protests, then Old Man McGumbus, then the 
closing of the G Line.

wo great white killer sharks were sighted 

in the Atlantic¢,.Ocean off a Cape Cod beach 

on July 3. The sightings took place not up near 
Provincetown in the north but at the elbow of 
Cape Cod at Chatham in the south, not far from 
where off to the west the ocean links up with 
Block Island and Long Island Sound. It would take 
a great white just a day of high-speed swimming 
to reach Montauk and the Hamptons. Although 
no great whites have been seen off our shores in 
recent years, this has not prevented lifeguards 
in the Hamptons from ordering everybody out 
of the water from time to time when anything 
with a tall dorsal fin is seen off our waters. 
Sometimes the beaches stay closed for days. 
The last time this happened, it turned out what 
we were looking at was a group of nurse sharks. 
They not only do not have the temperament or 
inclination to attack humans, there has never 
been a case where they ever did. Nevertheless, 
the beaches stay closed for days and the word 
gets out to the media. Sometimes you read 
about it in The New York Post or The New York 

Daily News. 

Our whole reaction to the arrival of sharks, 
no matter what they are, speaks volumes about 
what our priorities are. We are a glittering 
international resort and the beaches are only a 
small part of things. If the beaches have to be 
closed, so be it. Better safe than sorry. 


It also brings to mind what went on all those 
years ago when the best selling book JAWS was 
written by Peter Benchley and then a few years 
later was made into a movie by the same name. 

The whole point of that story was that a 
peaceful, small town summer resort would do 
just about anything to keep the tourist economy 
going full throttle. They would, as a matter of 
fact, even cover up the presence of a vicious 
killer shark who was pulling the tourists down 
underwater and eating them up. Making this 
public might scare the tourists away. And, as 
the Mayor said, I am sure we can get this under 
control without having it all come out. 

The fact that it did get covered up for days 
and weeks so that the tourist industry could 
go merrily along was what kept the story going.

waking up. It could not be made here anymore. 
And so even before they started they moved the 
film location to Martha’s Vineyard, which, more 
isolated and provincial, could be considered a 
proper setting for what the Hamptons had been 
just a few years before.

the sharks, their presence was confirmed by 
a member of the Cape Cod Shark Hunters 
organization flying over Chatham’s famous 
South Beach in a small plane. 

George Breen, a spotter in that plane, took 
photographs of not one but two of the Great 
Whites, circling around the harp seals that 
were sitting on rocks .off shore and circling 
farther out. (We have such offshore rocks with 
harp seals basking on them off the beach on 
the south side of Montauk Point.) He said the 
smaller one was seen about a quarter mile 
off shore. The larger one was about 16 feet 
in length and around 2,000 pounds and seen 
about 50 yards off. 

Reports of the great whites appeared in the 
Boston Globe, on Fox News, the New York Post 
and the New York Daily News. 

‘Stuart F. X. Smith, the harbormaster at 


Chatham issued a statement on July 3. “At this” 


time, the town of Chatham is not closing our 
east-facing beaches to swimming in its entirety, 
but simply suggesting that beachgoers, 
mariners and swimmers pay close attention to 
their surroundings while in the water and to 
not venture too far from shore,” it reads. 

A spokesman for the Massachusetts State 
Department of Energy and Environmental 
Affairs, told The Boston Globe that beachgoers 
should avoid swimming at twilight, which is 
the prime feeding tie for sharks. 

Another official noted that Great White 
Sharks are an endangered species and harming 
them is against the law.

The Cheeseball 


Did the Dog Eat the Pill? Or Did She Just Hide it Somewhere?

ast Thursday, my wife took our little dog 

Bella to the vet and came home with a bottle 
of pills called Metronidazole 250 mg, which she 
said had to be gotten into our dog once in the 
morning and once at night. 

“I broke each pill in two,” my wife said. “She’s 
a small dog so each time she gets half.” 

In full size, the pills are about the size of an 
aspirin. Cut to half size, they have a jagged edge 
to them. This was not going to be smooth going 
down. 

The things that go into the front end of our 
little dog are these. She gets crunchy dog 
food mixed up with a wet canned dog food in 
the morning. And she gets the same thing at 


night. She also, during the day, gets treats. 
These consist of little tiny slices from pet store 
sausages that come in a bag we keep in the 
freezer. We prepare these by putting a single 
frozen sausage on a butcher block, cutting it 
into thin slices, dicing the slices, then putting 
them in a Ziploc bag for hand feeding, one at 
a time when she does something good such as 
come when you call even though she is busy 
with something else she'd really rather do. 

This dog is just 16 pounds. She fits in a mesh 
sided dog bag when we travel. She could fit ina 
large canvas bag if we were inclined to take her 
around that way which we are not, but the point 
is she doesn’t eat much. It’s a spoonful of this 
and a tablespoon full of that twice a day and 
these little tiny treats. 


We offered the dog the pill as a treat. This 
would be so great if she would take it that way. 
I held it out in my fingers. She sniffed it. Not for 
me, she said, walking away. = 

We tried. putting it in her food that evening. 
The food is brown, the pill is white. At the end 
of her meal, what remained was the jagged 
white pill in the bowl. 

We tried the same thing in the morning 
with the same result. We dismissed the idea 
of putting the jagged half pill into the treats 
because to do so you'd have to make a big 
clump of treats to fit it inside, and large treats 
upset her digestion. 

In the fridge, that next evening, I found

- Something Has to be Done at Trout Pond

t’s a sad truth that days of sun and surf in 

a beach community can quickly turn tragic, 
as drownings occur on an_all-too-frequent 
basis. Recent fatalities and near-drownings 
have sparked debate on how to best protect 
bathers from the potential dangers of swimming 
in waters that are unmanned by lifeguards. 
But perhaps few town-owned beaches on the 


East End present as much of a challenge to 
lawmakers as Trout Pond in Noyac, which 
claimed a life over the Fourth of July weekend. 
Many bathers are unaware of the sudden, steep 
change in water depth that occurs within 20 feet 
of the boardwalk at Trout Pond. 

“The water gets deep quickly,” says Carol 
Williams, who has been swimming in Trout 
Pond for 40 years. “It’s too deep to stand once 
you get about 10 to 20 feet ‘away from the deck.” 


However, it’s possible that the danger of Trout 
Pond could also come from its attractiveness to 
weak swimmers. The perceived risk of cooling 
off in a still body of water is relatively low when 
compared to the roaring waves of the Atlantic, 
especially to those unaware of the rapid change 
in depth at Trout Pond. 

Larry Penny, the former East Hampton Town 
Director of Natural Resources, attests that Trout 
Pond is a man-made (Continued on next page)

peeled off one slice, ripped it into 
small squares, placed the jagged 
pill on top of one of the squares, 
put another square atop the pill 
and fashioned it into a marble. I ate 
the remaining squares. Good. Then 
I held the marble out to the dog as 
an orange treat. 

She liked it. Or at first she did. 
She took it in her mouth, scurried i= 
off about six feet and set it on the Bella! 
kitchen floor and began examining it 
with her paws. She poked at it. Then she got 
it back in her mouth gently and took it further 
away and set it down on the living room floor to 
continue to bat at it. 

“I don’t think this is working,” I said to my 
wife. 

“Let’s stop looking at her,” she said. 
“Sometimes if she sees you looking at her, she 
stops doing what she’s doing.” 

We turned away. 

“Let’s go back to the kitchen.” 

Three minutes later, she was still in the living 
room but the cheeseball was gone. Also, she 
was wagging her tail. 

“I think it worked,” I said. 

“Maybe,” my wife said. 

The next morning, my wife, my daughter and 
our grandkids were swimming in the pool just 
outside the kitchen. I fed Bella at her bowl, then 
put the jagged pill in the cheese ball, called her 
over and made a big fuss over it. She took it and 
again walked away to set it down on the living 
room. As | turned away to put the dishes in the 


dishwasher, I heard the squeaky 
sound of the dog going out the 
dog door on the other side of the 
kitchen to the pool. I looked in 
the living room. The cheeseball 
was gone. 

I thought—she ate it. Then I 
£ thought, maybe she took it out to 
athe pool. I went out the slider to 
ask. Bella was not there anymore. 
There’s a gate where you can get 

up into the hillside at the back of the 
property. And nobody had seen any cheeseball. 

Things seemed to go much better that evening. 
My wife had a new way of putting the pill in 
the cheeseball. She’d put the jagged pill on a 
butcher block and crushed it to powder with 
the side of a knife. Then she’d put the powder 
into the cheese ball before folding it up. 

“This works,” 
and evening, we used this method, her in the 
morning, myself in the evening. Bella eagerly 
trotted off with the cheeseballs, wagging her 
tail. 

Bella usually sleeps in a dog bed at the foot of 
our bed. In the morning we find her curled up 
there. Or once in a while, we’d wake up under 
the sheets to find her asleep on the bedspread 
above, but off to one side pushed up against 
one of us. 

This morning, we woke up to find her on my 
wife’s side of the bed, pushed up against her. 
Bella thumped her tail. Between my wife and I, 
just between our pillows only inches from our 
heads, was a cheeseball. @&

pond that was dug out at the end of a stream. 
A dam was placed on the upper, southern side, 
and a mill harnessed the power of the running 
water on the northern side. Trout Pond Park 
was born out of a community referendum, 
where voters opined for Southampton Town to 
buy the surrounding land. It was subsequently 
cleaned and has since been well used as a local 
swimming hole. 

“It’s one of the few fresh ponds in Nouan and 
it is also the only one where it is possible to 
swim,” says Penny. 

The seemingly innocent body of water, which 
falls under the jurisdiction of Southampton 
Town, has no lifeguard, but posted warning 
signs indicate that bathers swim at their own 
risk. The Sag Harbor Express reports that Sag 
Harbor Fire Department Chief Pete Garypie 
recalls three drownings at Trout Pond since 
2007. 

While some members of the community look 
to close Trout Pond to swimmers, Williams sees 
posting warnings about the quick depth change 
and the addition of on-site flotation devices— 
similar to the torpedoes carried by lifeguards— 
as. a more practical solution. 

“The reality is, people are always going to 
swim in Trout Pond,” says Williams. “What 
would be helpful is a map detailing how quickly . 
the water gets deeper and a floatation device 
with a rope attached to it for people on the 
boardwalk to throw out to someone in trouble.” 

Penny confirms that the biggest danger is that 
it drops off quickly, but he also believes that it

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Sunday’s Protest in the Hamptons 


Nobody 2012 


Protestors are out in Force as Romney Walks Away with about $4 Million

his past Sunday, July 8, presidential 

candidate Mitt Romney travelled through 
the Hamptons to raise money for his campaign, 
making pit stops at the homes of some major 
Republican backers. First he attended a 
- luncheon at the Creeks. The 57-acre estate in 
East Hampton belongs to Revion chairman, Ron 
Perelman, and has over a mile of shoreline on 
Georgica Pond. The event cost $5,000 a plate and 
$25,000 for anyone who wanted a picture with 
Romney.:A few hours later, a dinner was held at 
the residence of David Koch on Meadow Lane in 
Southampton. This meal cost a modest $50,000 
per person and $75,000 per couple. Protesters 
from groups such as Occupy the Hamptons, 


Greenpeace, Strong for All, United New York, 
and many other activist organizations showed 
up to demonstrate against the events, which 
members felt represent the dominance of big- 
money creating political outcomes. 

The demonstrators gathered at both the 
Perelman and the Koch estates. Many of them 
were bused in from Manhattan, as some felt it 
might be difficult to find a large group of people 
to protest extravagant spending in a place like 
the Hamptons. 

‘Only a small group of people showed up to 
protest at the luncheon, but about 300 people 
arrived at the dinner protest, which began at 
about 3:00 in the afternoon. Protesters were on 
Halsey Neck Lane when police stopped them 
from continuing down Meadow Lane, which

was where they had hoped to go. According to 
Ty Wenzel, from Occupy the Hamptons, “when 
they realized that it was legal to be on the beach, 
that’s where they went.” The crowd of people 
walked for a half hour from Coopers Beach, at 
the intersection Meadow Lane and Halsey Neck 
Lane, all the way down the beach, a distance of 
three quarters of a mile. They marched along 
the water, sometimes even in the water since it 
was a hot day. They eventually made it all the 
way to the front of the Koch estate, where they 
settled in and began the real protest. 
Demonstrators carried signs with messages 
such as, “Nobody 2012,” to represent their 
belief that our votes don’t even count anymore. 
Others chanted slogans such as “Voters in, 
money out!”

he Little Gull Island Lighthouse and the 
Orient Point Lighthouse have both been 
around for a long time, built in 1806 and 1899, 


respectively. Now, both of these historic: 


lighthouses are being auctioned off to anyone 
‘interested in slightly different, and more 
_secluded, living situations. 


seven miles from Orient Point, on one acre 
of land right in the middle of the Long Island 
Sound, and about halfway to Fisher’s Island.

considering the island’s distance from land. 
The fishing in these waters is actually very 
good.

The Orient Point Lighthouse is in Plum Gut, a 
little closer to the mainland between the Long 
Island Sound and Gardiner’s Bay. This is less 
than a half a mile offshore, so it shouldn’t be 
too hard to sail back to the mainland to shop for 
groceries. The view from this lighthouse, which 
stands at 45 feet, is impressive. Anyone who 
climbs all the stairs to the top will be able to see 
Montauk Point to the south and Fisher’s Island 
and Connecticut to the north. The lighthouse 
itself has a total of six levels, with three stories 
serving as living quarters, and two as watch © 
decks. The base is made of concrete filled cast 
iron caisson, and the cast iron tower is lined 
with bricks. 

Though this lighthouse isn’t as far out 
into the Sound as Little Gull Island, the fishing 
in the area is reported to be just as rich, with 
striped bass, bluefish, and fluke that migrate in 
from the South in the summers. 

Both islands come with protected 
boat landings that make coming back 
from various fishing areas a lot easier. The 
boat landing on the Orient Point Lighthouse 
is on the south side of the island, and is made 
of a steel frame with timber and rubber fenders. 

Bidding for both of these lighthouses has 
already begun, but no rush. The Orient Point 
Lighthouse has four bidders (the highest bid 


_ currently at $25,000) but the auction isn’t set 


to end any time soon. Little Gull Island also 
has bidders, two to be exact, with its highest 
bid at $60,000. Perhaps some people really 
are interested in living apart from everyone 
else. Just remember if you own one of these 
lighthouses, you may not always be alone, as 
the Coast Guard reserves the right to stop by at

has significant historical significance. 

Awareness of the pond’s depth is key. 

The ‘pond most recently claimed a life on June 
30, as non-swimmer Tyreef Benston of Queens 
drowned when swimming with his girlfriend. 
Reports indicate that the 26-year-old fell victim 
to the pond’s steep drop-off, as he tried to push 
his girlfriend into shallower water when she 
began to panic at the sudden change in depth. 

Williams arrived at Trout Pond for a swim 
soon after the incident. She spoke to an 
eyewitness who was haunted by the sight of 
Benston struggled in the water but was helpless 
to do anything. Though everyday heroes may 
valiantly try to rescue a drowning victim, 
someone in a state of panic can also drown his 
or her rescuer. That should be reason alone to - 
install a publicly available floatation device at 
Trout Pond, similar to the way popular local ice 
skating ponds are armed with ladders in case 
someone falls into the frigid waters. 

“They could also set up markers to indicate 
where the water gets deeper,” says Williams. 
She maintains that the pond, with its fresh, 
clean water, is a beautiful place to swim but 
emphasizes that it’s important to be aware of 
the inherent risks that it presents. 

“Especially with the boardwalk, Trout Pond is 
made to look like a great swimming place, but 
people need to know that there are dangers,” 
said Williams. g&

ast week my wife and | left the summer

our years ago | wrote a memoir called Jn the 

Hamptons, about my time writing, selling ads 
for, editing and publishing Dan’s Papers.

have come up. So I wrote Still in the Hamptons. 
Considering how these came about, you 
could probably understand that these stories 
are not chronological in the usual sense. The 
first book is not In the Hamptons, the early 
years. The second is not Jn the Hamptons Too, 
the teenage years and the third just now hitting 
the bookstores is not Still in the Hamptons, the 
years of adulthood. Instead, each book on its 
own goes from the beginning to the present 
day.

+. don’t have to be rich and famous (or 
even a human being) to garner a little TLC 
on the East End. Pets of all kinds can now get 
the star treatment with new at-home services. 

Owners need only reach for their phones 
and a qualified, caring, and compassionate 
pet doctor is on the way. No need to travel all 
the way to Riverhead, as one has to do when 
nearby animal clinics are closed for the day. 
Call Dr. Cindy Bressler and she will come right 
to your house.

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Hey Kids! Here are the Skateparks!

kateboarding has always been a sport 

associated with punk rock and rebellion 
all over the world. In America when people 
think of skateboarding their minds tend to 
go to California, where both skateboarding 
and surfing are common pastimes for many 
teenagers. Skateboarding it is also a popular 
hobby out here on the East End. 

There are at least six different skate parks 
throughout the North and South Forks, all with 
different attributes. On the North Fork there are 
two parks, one in Riverhead, and the other in 


Greenport. The Town of Riverhead Skate Park, . 


located in Stotzky Park on Pulaski Street is split 
into beginner and expert sections, each with 
equipment corresponding to the skill level. The 
park has a wide variety of equipment, from half 
pipes, which are u-shaped ramps with a flat 
section in the middle, to fun boxes, which are a 
variety of ramps connected together, to a street

course complete with rails and speed bumps. 

The Greenport Skatepark, which is on Moore’s 
Lane has its own street course and a specific 
‘type of half pipe called a vert ramp, so named 
because its walls are completely vertical at the 
top. The Greenport Skatepark is pretty popular 
with younger kids, who seem to spend a lot of 
time there after school. 

Across the Peconic Bay there are even 
more parks, in Hampton Bays, Southampton, 
Amagansett, and Montauk. The one in the 
Hampton Bays is in Red Creek State Park. 
Just like Riverhead, Red Creek has a specific 
‘ beginner section, as well as a half pipe and 
street course. Further east on Abraham’s Path 
is the Amagansett Skatepark, which has half 
and quarter pipes as well as a street course that 
people of all ages can practice on. Montauk City 
Statepark is the skatepark furthest east on the 
Island, located on South Essex Street all the way 
out in Montauk. This park has a variety of rails, 
bowls, half-pipes, and even a pool, all to serve 
skaters at any level of experience. 

Many communities across America protested 
against the creation of skateparks in their 
neighborhoods for fear that the parks would 
increase crime, but skateparks actually have 
a different effect, giving kids and teenagers 
something positive to do with their time. 
Skateparks are also extremely beneficial in the 
promotion of safer skating. According to the 
Pediatric Emergency Care website, less than 
5% of skateboarding injuries occur in skate 
parks, for many reasons. Most skating-related 
injuries are due to irregularities in the riding 
surfaces. Skateparks are of course designed 


specifically for skating, sans irregularities. 
When skating on the streets, skaters deal with 
traffic and pedestrians, as well as surfaces that 
just weren’t meant for skating. Skating in public 
areas is really unsafe. 

Bo, a skater who lives in Sag Harbor Village 
told me, “If there was a skate park here the 
younger kids would definitely use it. Now it’s 
cooler for older kids to wax down a railing—but 
it’s really dangerous.” 

Overall, skate parks offer far safer conditions, 
because in addition to being created for this 
particular purpose, there are also a lot of 
safety regulations in the parks. On the streets, 
there are no rules forcing skaters to protect 
themselves. Helmets are required in all of 


the parks on the East End and most of places 
require padding, with Greenport being the only 
exception. : 

It is a really good idea to wear padding 
when you skateboard. Full padding includes — 
wrist guards, kneepads and elbow pads, 
which all help to prevent scrapes and broken 
bones, especially on bigger ramps and half- 
pipes. Although skateparks are a lot safer 
than skateboarding in the middle of the street, 
injuries can still occur. 

East End skateparks serve as the perfect 
place for kids to make friends and have fun, 
all in environments that are both safe and 
convenient for the skaters. They offer kids a. 
place of their own. §&

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Scallops Win!

ood news for all scallop lovers! To support 

the Cornell Cooperative Extension (CCE) 
of Suffolk County’s growing Peconic Bay 
Scallop Restoration Project, the Empire State 
Development’s. Board of Directors recently 
awarded them with an $182,900 grant. CCE 
will use this money to continue their mission 
of preserving our county’s heritage and eco- 
systems, particularly with respect to the 
scallops in our waters. 

Since its inception in 2005, the goal of the 
Peconic Bay Scallop Restoration Project has 
been to restore the scallop to the Peconic 
Estuary system to their former glory. They 
almost became extinct after a series of brown 
tide algal blooms destroyed the populations 
in the bay in 1985 and 1995. Prior to these 
disasters, Peconic Bay scallops supported a 
commercial fishery valued at $2-4 million ($10 
million accounting for economic multipliers). 

CCE and Long Island University have since 
been leading successful restoration efforts, 
including the creation of the largest-ever scallop 
spawner sanctuary within the Peconic Bay 
Scallop Restoration Project. On their website, 
they explain, “The premise was to put out 
millions of first-year scallops in a condensed 
- area to foster an effective spawn. This spawn 
would then travel through the bays in tidal 
currents and spread throughout the Peconic 
Estuary.” These methods have been effective. 

Thanks to Long Island University and Cornell 
University scientists, there has been a 1300% 
increase in scallop populations in Orient Harbor. 
Other nearby areas have had similar success. 
Moreover, in a time of economic troubles, the 
project has successfully regenerated $3 million 
in annual regional economic activity in Suffolk 
County, including the creation of new jobs. 

This funding for CCE was awarded as part of 
Governor Andrew Cuomo’s Regional Council 
initiative, which was created to stimulate 
economic development and create jobs. 

The award was announced by Kenneth 
Adams, CEO and Commissioner of the Long 
Island Regional Economic Development Council 
and Empire State Development (ESD) President. 
ESD is the main economic development agency 
in New York. Their mission is to promote a 
vigorous and growing economy, create new 
jobs, increase revenues, and achieve stable 
and diversified local economies. “Thanks to the 
support of the Long Island Regional Economic 
Council and the Empire State Development 
Corp, CCE of Suffolk can continue to play a vital 
role in Sustaining this heritage industry,” noted 
Vito Minei, Executive Director of CCE. 

CCE is a non-profit agency, established in 
1917 and affiliated with Cornell University. 
Their team aims to preserve Suffolk County’s 
heritage and eco-systems, as well as promote 
community service and_ research-based 
education, particularly for youth. In partnership 
with the government, Cornell University, non- 
profits, and community groups, CCE works 
directly with locals to promote the economic 
health of vital heritage industries in our area. 
From restoring the scallop populations to 
creating educational opportunities, CCE is 
doing wonderful work in our community. @&

t was a late summer morning as I sat facing 

the bay in an Adirondack chair, drinking a 
cup of Barry’s Irish tea: I was at our summer 
rental cottage. It was the beginning of the 
hurricane season. The temperature ominously 
dropped 10 degrees and the wind picked up, 
predicting an approaching storm. I could see 
what looked like a tornado enveloping me in 
its dark fury, its funnel shape passed directly 
overhead. The weather channel said there 


might be a hurricane coming up from Florida. 


The charcoal mass of menacing clouds blocked 
the scorching sun. The wind blew the umbrella 
into the bay. Raindrops fell on my head, like 
sharp exclamation points. 

It turned out to be a summer storm, not a 
tornado or hurricane but I was scared by its 
intensity..It roared over and around me. It 
was different to be in the weather, surrounded 
by it and not just watching it from a window. 
But hurricanes are a very real danger to this 
narrow peninsula of land. Last year the water 
rose six feet above normal, stopping inches 
from the back door. The cottage could easily 
be flooded. 

One morning in bed I thought we were under 
attack, but it turned out to be seagulls dropping 


shells on the roof to break them so they could | 


eat the succulent clams inside. The seagulls 
make a racket with their “Aawk, aawk, aawk” 
announcing their arrival or departure and the 
geese at the end of the summer honk loudly in 
unison. 

The cottage doesn’t have air conditioning

and doesn’t need it with lively cross breezes 
from North Sea Harbor and Davis Creek. 
The antithesis to the hermetically sealed 
McMansions air-conditioned to arctic chill. 
Sometimes small is better. The Latin phrase 


~“multum in parvo,” a lot in a little, tells the 


story. This cottage is what the Hamptons used 
to be: a little paradise. The rustic hunting and 
fishing shacks were used only in the summer 
during the 1920’s and 30’s to hunt wild turkey, 
Long Island duck and to fish the plentiful 


-watersand harvest oysters, clams, scallops 


and crabs. The basic cottages were passed 
down from generation to generation. 

I keep a large black inner tube with a rope 
that I tether to the steps so I won’t float away. 
I sit in the water and read in my bikini, rear 
end in the water, legs draped over the edge. 
I wear a big straw hat for protection as I bob 
in the water. The rhythmic sound of the bay 
lapping against the dock lulls me and I doze. 

The front yard of the summer cottage is 
beach grass, so no lawn to mow. A rabbit 


family lives in the tall warren of spiky leaves. 


A baby bunny poses like a garden statue and 
then flicks his ears and wriggles his nose as 
if to receive a satellite signal. The soil is too 
sandy to grow much so I fill pots with thyme, 
rosemary, basil, chives, oregano and mint and 
use them as my kitchen-cutting garden. Pots of 
red geraniums on either side. of the front door 
add color. 

Off the back of the little house is a weathered 
deck bleached by sun and wind to silver 
grey. Wooden steps to the bay. The backyard 
is fenced so my dogs won’t steal steaks off 
neighbors’ barbecues. Clammers appear in 
small boats every Tuesday, and we buy right 
from the baymen to throw the clams on the 
barbecue and watch them hiss open. This year 
blue-clawed crabs were back in force.

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every day. I give them multi-grain pita and 
leftover scones. The huge father hisses at 
the dogs and fluffs himself up to an imposing 
height. The mother is more sedate and hisses 
delicately. There are five cygnets, three white 
and two gray. Swans mate for life, an appealing 
thought, being a long-married person myself. 
Another afternoon I was watching the tide 
go out and people wander in, playing on 


the sandbar. I could see a golden retriever — 
sloshing through the water shaking off a~ 


stream of wetness, creating a water rainbow. 
A sea gull’s footprints in the sand looked 
like scratchy Egyptian hieroglyphics. Small 
motorboats and little children were anchored 
to the shore, people clamming with strenuous 
strokes to find the bivalves for a dinner of 
linguini with clams. Bodies walking in and out 
of view like a William Merritt Chase painting 
come alive. Then I looked up and the tide was 
in and the people were out. Gone. 


Across the bay is Conscience Point Marina . | 


and the boat traffic on weekends is theatre. A 
Lab sits proudly at the prow of his boat, ears 
blowing in the wind as he guides his master to 


shore. Flotillas of red, orange, yellow and blue ~ 
kayaks come close enough for the paddlers to ~ 


say hello as they pass. 

Friends come for dinner by boat and then 
sail off into the sunset. Our cottage comes with 
a two-person kayak that we use to explore 
and pretend were Humphrey Bogart and 
Katherine Hepburn in The African Queen. 
There’s a nature preserve just opposite and we 
launch ourselves on its waterways and listen 
to birds. No people sounds. We’re 10 minutes 
from Southampton Village but could be on a 
remote island off Maine. 

One evening at dusk I walked to the end 
of Towd Point Road and noticed clusters of 
prickly pear cactus. I thought they only grew 
in the desert. The land is a nature preserve 
so no one had planted them—they must 
be indigenous. How could they survive the 
harsh winter? A microclimate must shelter 
the cactus. In June, I saw big showy yellow 
blossoms thrusting themselves into the salty 
air on the prickly pear plants. 

_ The interior of the cottage is whitewashed 


beams and studs. There is no insulation or. 


heat. There’s a downstairs bedroom and a 
loft bedroom upstairs where we set up his 
and her computers. A simple wooden farm 
table with a bench and a couple of chairs is 
used if we want to eat indoors. A small living 
room whose windows on three sides create a 
constant breeze. You can smell the marine life. 
Some days it’s salty and fishy and other days 
it smells clean, like the inside of an oyster. 
There’s a galley kitchen with a gas stove 
and natural light everywhere. Every window 
_ frames a clear vista of land, sea and sky as 
if cropped by an artist, ready to be painted 
or photographed. The mostly glass front door 
offers a dazzling view of bright green grasses 
against royal blue water. 

The cottage has one and a half bathrooms 
but my favorite is the outdoor shower, a 
luxury of summer. This one’s not fancy, just 
functional. There are hooks on the outside to 
hang a bathing suit and a towel. It’s rustic 
looking but fully enclosed with a marine hook- 
and-eye.

On Jun 29, nerds around the 
world celebrated one of the 
most important birthdays 
in the annals of technology: 
our beloved iPhone turned 
5 years old. 

Has it really been that 
long? Is our cute little baby 
all grown up and ready 
for the first day of school? 
Let s pause for a sec to list just a few of the ways 
this device has changed our lives. 

e 5 years ago, the App Store didn’t exist. 
Now? Companies are spending millions to steer 
us away from their own websites to download 
that App instead.

e 5 years ago, we got our news from watching 


TV, listening to radio, or reading a newspaper. 
Now? We check our phones for Twitter feeds. 

e 5 years ago, we carried large video 
cameras to document our special occasions. 
Now? Most of us just whip out our phones and 
press “record”. 

e 5 years ago, we downloaded photos onto a 
flash memory card, which we clumsily inserted 
into a conversion device so we could view them 
on our computers. Now? We instantly post, 
email and share photos from our phones. 

Why did smartphones take over the world? 
They’re super convenient, incredibly powerful... 
and they’re always with us. Their cameras have 
gotten so good that Cisco actually shut down its 


entire Flip Camera division, 
even though it made 
money. Why? Because 
they saw the writing on 
the wall and figured they 
couldn’t compete _ with 
smartphones in the long 
run. 

But did the Ciscos of the 
world give up too soon? 
Is there something to be 
said for carrying an actual 
camera with you? 

Could be. My oldest daughter recently 
went to sleep away camp. Smartphones are 
prohibited — for good reason ~ but the kids are 
encouraged to bring cameras. Faced with this 
mandate, I decided to research a few models. | 
was pleasantly surprised by what | found. 

For starters, I learned that most point-and- 
click cameras now shoot photos and _ high- 
quality video. The model I purchased, the 
Canon Powershot D10 ($250 on Amazon), has 
a simple, one-click button that lets you toggle 
back and forth between photo and video mode. 
The images are great and the microphone is 
much more accurate than iPhones — because 
it faces outward, toward the people you are 
recording. 

Another advantage of a dedicated camera 
is what I call “the sideways factor.” Most of us 
are used to holding our iPhones upright. This 
is a mistake. If you forget to turn the phone 
sideways when shooting video, you end up 


What did we do before iPhone cameras? 


with a really narrow image, 
which looks terrible on TV 
or computers and cannot be 
re-formatted. 

This is not an issue with 
traditional cameras, because 
their natural shooting 
| position is sideways, in 
|-widescreen mode. This 

means you never need to 
3 think about whether you’re 
“ holding the device properly. 
Another plus: while 
cameras still require you to store your images 
on a flash card, the price has come way down 
and storage capacity has gone way up. | 
purchased a set of two 8-gigabyte cards for only 
$22, which effectively equals the entire capacity 
of an iPhone. Not bad at all. 

Finally, point-and-shoot cameras have become 
powerful. The Canon unit has a large, 2.5 inch 
LCD screen for accurate image previews. It 
has a real auto flash and 3x zoom, which blows 
away the typical smartphone. Best of all: it’s 
waterproof. I wouldn’t even dare to use my 
iPhone under water, even with one of those 
expensive cover accessories. With the Canon, 
my daughter is sending me lots of great photos 
from the lake and the pool. 

Don’t get me wrong. | truly love my iPhone 
and will never give it up. But as this amazing 
piece of technology enters the second half of its 
first decade on Earth, my advice is this: don’t 
forget about that “old” digital camera either. ga

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“Art in the Yard” Focuses on Community

S ummertime routinely brings many things 
to the Hamptons. Some of.these things we 
can frankly live without, like the intense traffic 
and the overwhelming crowds. Even so, while 


some aspects of life on the East End are equally - 


intense and overwhelming, we welcome their 
appearance during the summer. We’re talking 
about the diverse art benefits, art fairs and 
studio tours: in a word, the art scene comes 
alive, going beyond the usual gallery exhibits 
held during the year. 

Most of these events are commercial, yet 
there’s one particular function that stands out 
for being both commercial and charitable. “Art 
in the Yard,” a sale and festival sponsored by 
The Jewish Center of the Hamptons, benefits 
various community service programs, including 
the local food pantries and Maureen’s Haven. 

The idea of “community” is key to “Art in the 
Yard.” First, there’s the notion that the event 
will help local residents in need, particularly 
through Maureen’s Haven, a facility for homeless 
men and women during the winter and spring 
months. Run by Sara Blue and other volunteers, 
The Jewish Center uses a house on its property 
to provide meals and shelter one day a week in 
cooperation with other interfaith institutions, 
which have their own individual buildings. 
According to Blue, The Center can only 
accommodate about 20 guests at a time while 
some churches can house about 200 individuals 
a night. Yet numbers are not the only aspect 
that’s salient. In addition, the commitment 


to “protect and empower 
the homeless” is one that | 
“Art in the Yard” hopes to 
enhance. : 
“Community” also 
plays a part with the 
showing of work by Ellen 
Frank, featuring original 
illuminated pages from 
Hanukkah Illuminated: A 
Book of Days, an on-going 
project by Ellen’ Frank 
Illumination Arts. According 
to Frank, the manuscript is 
intended as a meditation 
on non-military conflict and 
represents a struggle for 
religious freedom. Thus, the 
work is meant for all ages 


and faiths, Frank’s images 
deriving from Islamic, 
Christian and Judaic Judith sataresi (detail 


sources which serve a global 


~ community. 


Other community elements are served as well, 
including the 130 artists who will be offering 
their work for show and sale in the giant tent 
erected on The Center’s grounds. Co-curators 
Julie Keyes (from New York’s Keyes Art Project) 
and Andrea McCaffrey (Amagansette’s Crazy 
Monkey Gallery) are facing quite a challenge 


when it comes to hanging the more than 600 © 


works from such artists as David Slivka, Eric 
Ernest, Chris Lilles, Michael Knigin and Paton 
Miller. Asked how she will manage positioning all 


the pieces in the tent, Keyes 
answers that the work will 
be arranged in groups, with 
the artists being asked to 
hang their own art. “That’s 
how we will get ready-made 


volunteers,” Keyes notes: 
with a laugh. “We will just 
go for it.” 

The motto, “Go for. it,” 


also applies to the general 
good cheer with which 
this event was_ tackled. 
Co-chair Bobbie Braun 
_ (along with Sara Blue) were 
2 enthusiastic from the start, 
'§ deciding to eliminate The 
=Center’s annual yard sale 
and_ instead _ substituting 
£an art sale accompanied 
i= by music, a cocktail party, 
dessert reception and 
children’s arts and crafts. 
“We wanted to galvanize the art community,” 
says Braun,“and honor its creative spirit. “Art 
in the Yard’ is a part of something bigger than 
ourselves. It represents why we all live here.” 
“Art in the Yard” will hold activities on 
Saturday, July 21; the main event and art sale 
is Sunday, July 22, at The Jewish Center of the 
Hamptons (44 Woods Lane, East Hampton). Call

Theatre Review: Men’s Lives

he play Men’s Lives, on stage through July 29 in 

revival at Bay Street Theatre in Sag Harbor, is 
set right here in the dunes of the East End. Twenty 
years ago, Men’s Lives premiered at Bay Street as 
the theatre’s inaugural production. Adapted by Joe 
Pintauro from the book by Peter Mathiessen, the 
play dramatizes the situation faced by the remnants 
of the Bonackers, the baymen who have fished the 
local waters for generations. Grounded by a solid 
cast, under the nimble direction of Harris Yulin, 
Men’s Lives is a moving portrayal of a way of life 
under assault from without and within. 

While the play takes place in the not-so-distant 
past, for the family of fishermen depicted in 
the play it could practically be pre-industrial 
days. They are haul seining, rowing dories, 
mending nets, and tracking fish in the same way 
their ancestors did. Powerboats are’ spoken of 
as something newfangled. The mother, Alice (a 
boisterous Deborah Hedwall), talks proudly of 


In the play, the East End baymen are the specific 
subject, but their tragedy can be understood as the 
tragedy of any traditional population that falls victim 
to a “colonial” invasion. The baymen are forced to 
compete with mechanized fishing operations that 
drive down prices. Development leads to pollution 
that kills off scallops and diminishes fishing stocks. 
Sports fishermen, or “sporties,” as the baymen call 
them, blame haul seining for the fish depletion and

on the dunes, heated by a wood stove. The kids start 
working young, they’re frequently in mortal peril 
from the “freak seas,” and they base their self-worth 
on their capacity for hard work. Un-calloused hands 
are a mark of shame. Grown old, they have neither 
the means nor desire to retire. The title Men’s Lives 
comes from Sir Walter Scott’s quote, which pretty 
much sums it up: “It’s not fish ye’re buying, it’s men’s 
lives.” 


lobby to have the practice outlawed. The cumulative 
effect of these changes, as shown in the play, is an 
economic squeezing of the family, who then face the 
prospect of going to work performing menial tasks 
for the very people who they feel destroyed their 
livelihood. For a fiercely proud and independent 
breed, this subjugation would be worse than death. 
It’s not all black and white, however. The father, 


Walt (Peter McRobbie, playing the wise old salt), 
admits to misgivings about the environmental impact 
of his way of life. He points to its terrible impact on 
his own body. But Alice urges him to resist change, 
saying, “This is what we drowned for. This is what we 
held on through the winters for.” 

Eldest son Lee (the convincing Brian Hutchison) is 
the most devastated by the coming changes. He never 
finished high school, and is deeply suspicious of 

“upstreeters,” as Bonackers call the non-Bonacker 
population of East Hampton. Most importantly, he 
can’t imagine a way of life beyond the world he 
knows. It is through Lee that the play asks its most 
poignant question: what happens when a man can 
no longer do the only thing he knows, the only 
thing he loves? Is it worth it to go on? 
It is certainly well worth it to go see the play. All 
of the actors turn in fabulous performances, with 
‘ standout performances from Brian Hutchison and 


: 5 young Myles Stokowski as Nate. The set, designed 


s 5 by Andrew Boyce, is very effective, especially 
§ when combined with the evocative ocean sounds, 
courtesy of sound designer David Bullard. At an 
hour and a half, with no intermission, the show packs 
a huge amount of knowledge and emotion into a brief 
time frame, and does so with startling grace.

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Escape: Video Art at Guild Hall

around since the late 1950s 
and early 1960s, it has still 
taken several years for it to 
gain recognition as a legitimate 
art form. The Whitney 
Museum was perhaps one of 
the first institutions to bestow 
credence on video in its 
various Biennials during the 
last decade, causing remarks 
that nearly one-half the pieces were devoted to video 
installations rather than traditional paintings and 
sculpture. 

In a nutshell, video art was seen as an experimental 
and avant-garde art form, taking advantage of 
new technology. Its development was, therefore, 
inevitable. Its origins were inevitable as_ well, 
owing influences to conceptualism, performance, 
experimental film and computer generated imagery 
on TV. (This critic remembers helping to create such 
TV examples during the 1960s). 

Guild Hall’s current exhibit, “Escape: Video 
Art,” pays homage to the early pioneers of video, 
particularly Keith Sonnier, William Wegman, Tony 
Ouster and Joan Jonas who first created their video 
endeavors in the 1970s. (In this context, Nam June 
Paik may have been included. Known as the “father 
of video art,” he first used a Sony Portapak to shoot 
footage of Pope Paul V1 in 1965). 

Besides being pioneers, many video artists in this 
show are also visual artists; other examples like 
Mathew Barney and Bruce Nauman are not included 
in the exhibition, probably because they are not 
associated with Long Island. 


While video art has been. 


As far as particular video pieces 
go, it’s a mixed result concerning 
how viewers will connect to what 
they’re watching. For example, 
Andy Warhol’s “Water” (1971) will 
be perplexing with its single shot. 
aimed at a water cooler. Warhol’s’ 
film series, “Screen Tests,” was 
similar: recording well - known 
people, like Dennis Hopper, sitting 
in silence. But it was captivating, 
nonetheless. 

Jonathan Horowitz’s “Je T’aime,” 
a more recent work (1990), may 
be more confusing to spectators, 
as again a long take focuses on 
an object: a burning cigarette. 
The audio track plays a French Laurie Anderson 
song, “Je T’aime,” suggesting the 
significance of a smoke after lovemaking. We may 
also be drawn into the subtle action in real time 
as the ashes fall slowly to the floor. (It recalls the 
technique of a longer experimental film by Michael 
Snow called “Wave Length”). 

One interesting work is Joan Jonas’ “Wind” (1968), 
originally a film and then transferred to video. 
It clearly shows its “performance” quality, where 
people in dark clothes cavort on a beach. We do not 
know if the movements are planned or not, but the 
kinesthetic aspects, including the blowing wind, are 
intriguing. 

So is Laurie Anderson’s “At The Shrink” (1975); 
this critic finds it the most captivating piece in the 
exhibit, perhaps because Anderson is a favorite 
performer. The work’s projection of a 3-D clay 
sculpture (representing Anderson herself) is also 
the most imaginative. The artist’s oral narrative 


about her shrink is both humorous 
and pithy; her sitting on a chair, 
employing only hand gestures, is 
an arresting way of conveying a 
long take. 
While the content and technology 
may differ, all these works have a 
common aesthetic element dealing 
with movement. The video camera 
does not move as it records the 
action / object on screen. Nor 
is there any editing (movement 
__ §from one shot to another). When 

sthere i is movement, the characters 
| =move (in Wind). How things have 
¢ changed since those early days. 
| 2 Now there are entire movies made 

in video, and it’s often hard to tell 

the difference between them. 

Outside Guild Hall, there’s a small sculpture 
garden where works by Elizabeth Strong-Cuevas are 
being exhibited. They are easily missed if we enter 
the building from the front. Even so, the pieces are 
some of the artist’s best. “Mind’s Eye” (made of 
stainless steel) is Strong- Cuevas’ signature material 
and captures her flair for fluidity and composition. 
“Coincidence” is another signature work because of 
the idea of two halves making a whole; in this case 
the “halves” resemble human faces. “Great Wall” also 
shows forms that are similar to faces, although we . 
know they are not. 

It’s a great pleasure to see this outdoor space used 
in such a wonderful way. @B

Dan’s Latest in a Long-Running Series

In case you snoozed through 
_ the last five decades on The 
' East End, Dan Rattiner, 
eponymous founding 
publisher of Dan’s Papers, is 
still in the Hamptons, where 
52 years ago he started a 
small Montauk paper with 
features, ads and sometimes 
pseudo-news that grew into 
an impressive string of free 
newspapers all over. the North and South Fork 
(distributed also in Manhattan). He’s still at it, 
Still in the Hamptons, which just happens to be 
the title of his new book subtitled “More Tales of 
the Rich, the Famous, and the Rest of Us.” There 


are 37 tales to be exact, and he’s still writing away, * 


perhaps storing up for a fourth volume, though 
it’s reasonable to assume that the 37 here hardly 
deplete the current mother lode. 

The tales, all about Dan’s encounters with people 
“plain and fancy” he’s met over the years, keep 
coming —“I’d think how could I NOT include this?” 
Although many essay collections invite dipping 
in anywhere, Still in the Hamptons’ chronological 
arrangement, beginning in 1959; should be honored 
in order to appreciate the changing landscape and 
culture of the region, an ambiguous thing, and 
the author’s easy-going style, a good and constant 
thing. Wit, humor and nonjudgmental reporting 
diffuse what early on in his career some saw as 
Dancentric journalism. Of course Dan Rattiner’s 
front and center in these first-person accounts, but 
he’s also a keen observer of events and characters, 
which he crafts into dialogue-rich narratives with 


a beginning, middle and end, and 
that usually take unanticipated side 
roads. In a recent documentary made 
about him (essay No. 36), director 
Dennis Lynch calls Dan “King of 
the Hamptons,” but for sure, the 
monarch’s nicely mellowed out.

“transformation” from what The 
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More Tales of the Rich, the Famous, 
and the Rest af Us 
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the penny saver, Suffolk Life); Nell 
Robinson (red-headed elderly WASP); 
- Grey Gardens (with a photo of Jackie 
and Lee Radziwil as teenagers); 
(diving in an Oceanfront mansion 
during winter); Marty Shepard, 
who spearheaded with Dan _ the 
movement to have The East End 
be its own country; Potatohampton 
(started in 1978!); The Cannon (for 
a regatta); “best-singing troubadour 
in the Hamptons” Chris Johnson; 
J.J. Johnson, owner extraordinaire 
of Springs Fireplace Road junkyard; 
Manny Quinn (the beloved police car 
dummy) The Little People (a charming 
adventure tale involving his kids); 


Hamptons were to what they have 

become. The earlier pieces feature long- 

time locals — fishermen, farmers, some wealthy 
bankers who owned summertime mansions on the 
beach and “a few artists and writers living in 
seclusion in houses tucked away in the woods.” 
It’s hard to believe that in 1960 the stretch after 
Smithtown on the LIE was so barren. And that 
most tourists then were not so much interested in 
The Hamptons, as Montauk.

or a baseball enthusiast, there is a certain 

melody and rhythm to playing ball. The game 
is a symphony conducted by each team, as it is 
punctuated by the roar of the crowd, the crack of 
the bat, the sound of leather hitting leather and the 
relentless shriek of the umpire. There is a certain 
poetic nature to the game that mimics the art of 
playing music, a concept well understood by former 
Yankee center fielder Bernie Williams. 

With four World Series rings, four Golden Glove 
awards, the 1996 American League Championship 
Series MVP award and the 1998 American League 
batting title, few players have mastered the orchestra 
of the game like Williams. ” 

Signed by the Yankees when he was 17 years old, 
Williams spent 16 years with the Bronx Bombers, 
as he worked his way into the hearts of the Yankee 
faithful. He built his reputation on the diamond and 
is constantly named amongst legends like Babe Ruth,

Mickey Mantle, Lou Gehrig and Joe DiMaggio. 

Williams discovered baseball while growing up in 
Puerto Rico at around the same time as he discovered 
playing the guitar, and he brought both passions 
to New York with him. Once mostly a source of 
entertainment to his Yankee brethren — “I would play 
in the clubhouse, on the bus, on planes,” reveals 
Williams — Williams has punctuated an illustrious 
career as a ball player with a burgeoning career as 
a jazz guitarist. 

“To me, music was something that I’ve always been 
able to do,” says Williams. When he stopped playing 
baseball — his last game with the Yankees was on 
October 1, 2006 — it seemed natural to gravitate to 
the music scene on a professional level. 

“Music and baseball require similar work ethic and 
discipline,” says Williams. “You need to put in a lot of 
effort in order to get results.” 

Williams’ rhythms combine jazz, rock and 
indigenous Puerto Rican sounds. He released his 
first album, The Journey Within, while still with the 
Yankees in 2003 to critical acclaim, as it reached 
No. 3 on Billboard’s Contemporary Jazz Chart. 
Williams’ second album, Moving Forward, debuted 
as Billboard’s No. 2 Contemporary Jazz album in 
the country, and it was nominated for a 2009 Latin 
Grammy Award for Best Instrumental Album. In 
addition to Williams’ soothing guitar sounds, Moving 
Forward featured such renowned artists as Bruce 
Springsteen, Jon Secada and Dave Koz. 

“Sometimes an idea pops into my head, and | try 
to develop it,” says Williams of his original songs, 
which are often inspired by places he had been and 


events in his life. “There’s also a certain amount of 


improvisation to a song.” 

Williams is currently in the process of recording 
his third album. But even a former member of the 
Yankee dynasty was unaware of the success that his 
music could bring.

He worked his way into the House that 
Ruth Built in 1991, and he eventually earned the 
starting spot in center field. He quickly became 
known for his speed, agility, power at the plate and, 
perhaps most important to those who were groomed 
to cheer against the Evil Empire - class. 

With four World Series rings (1996, 1998, 1999, 
2000), Williams, in his signature reserved demeanor 
reveals that he doesn’t flaunt his accolades on a 
regular basis.

Coming off of their most recent hit album, All 
In, which was released last August, The Pitchforks 
are a nationally recognized a cappella name who 
have performed for the Queen of Jordan, at Chicago 
Bulls games and opened for Ben Folds.

% tand-up comedian Ben Bailey will be appearing 
at Bay Street Theatre on July 16 at 8 p.m., ina 
show featuring all brand new material.

Oddly enough, Ben Bailey and I went to school 
together. We were in the same graduating class, 
hung out with the same crowd, got into trouble 
with the same cops. We shared the same restless 
boredom of being teenagers in suburban New Jersey, 
the kind of place where you would walk two miles 
in the sweltering summer heat to get to the Mall, 
and while at the Mall you spent your time looking at 
stuff that you didn’t have any money to buy, just for 
something to do. 

By the way, I don’t bring up my connection to 
Ben Bailey in order to bask in reflected glory. You 
probably know that Bailey is a brilliant stand-up 
comic, with several Comedy Central specials under 
his belt. If you don’t recognize him from those, you 
may have seen him in 
his role as host of “Cash 
Cab”, the clever quiz 
show that took place ina 
NYC taxi. 

No, I’m not trying to 
brag about knowing 
someone famous (this is 
the Hamptons, after all). 
I just wanted to pass 
along some very important advice: never try to 
interview a childhood friend! It does not work! 

I was on the phone with Ben for over an hour, and 
we spent most of that time talking about all the stuff 
we used to get up to. It was highly entertaining, 
but of precious little use for this article. Unless, of 
course, you want to hear about our time at band 
camp. Shaving cream wars anyone?

One of those comedians invited him 
to do a slot on a show.

Despite my failure to get much 
pertinent information out of our 
interview, | can recount from public 
sources the outlines of Bailey’s career 
as an entertainer. Without question, 
“Cash Cab” is the show that put him 
on the map. On “Cash Cab,” Bailey 
drives a minivan taxi tricked out with 
flashing lights, picks up unsuspecting 


while taking them to their destination. 
The concept for the show originated 
on British television, and the American 
version with Bailey as the host began 
airing on the Discovery Channel in 2005. 
The show garnered Bailey two Daytime 
Emmy awards for Outstanding Game 
Show Host. And while it was recently 
announced that “Cash Cab” will cease 
production after seven years, the show 
will certainly live on in reruns. 

Bailey’s turn 
on “Cash Cab” came after 
a long period of honing 
his stand-up comedy act. 
He had initially moved 
to L.A. to look for acting 
work, but things were 
slow. So he got a job 
answering phones at 
the Comedy Store, and 
managed to impress some of the comedians working 
there. One of those comedians invited him to do a 
slot on a show. Initially, he said no, but the next day 
he figured, “what have I got to lose?” Thus began 
Bailey’s stand-up career. This was back in December 
of 1993. 

“I got a couple of laughs, and I was hooked,” 
recalled Bailey.

His comedy has 
evolved over the years. 
Bailey is possessed 
of a deep, resonant 
voice — in fact, he 
does some voiceover 
work, narrating the 
show “Smash _ Lab.” 
Prior to “Cash Cab,” 
Bailey had developed 
a stand-up persona 
where his voice 
sounded kind of like 

- 4 radio advertisement. 
2Think those satirical 
Budweiser .ads 
2that pretended 
Zto honor “Great 
ZAmerican Heroes” 
3who performed 
rather unglamorous, 
mundane tasks, and you 
get the idea. The success of “Cash Cab” forced him 
to change his stand-up voice. 

“It really worked for me, but people who knew me 
from the show were like ‘Why’s. he talking like that.’ 
It confused them, and they wouldn’t laugh.” Like 
any artist, Bailey had to adapt, and his persona and 
comedy have changed. 

In addition to touring with his new show, Bailey 
is busy with a variety of projects. He just wrapped 
up filming a role in an upcoming movie, he is busy 
pushing a sit-com that he’d like to pilot, a new game 
show is in the works, and a new comedy special. He 
still lives in New Jersey, just a few towns over from 
where we grew up. @&

Getting Down and Dirty

I have been asked to write 
about potting soil and compost 
so here goes...When plants 
are grown in pots, they need 
a loose soil. This soil has air 
pockets which lets the roots 
get watered without water 
logging them, so delicate 
roots can develop easily. If 


you put plants into pots using

soil from your garden, they 


willgprobably not do well and.most probably die. 
For this reason, when planting pots or even digging 
up plants from the garden to put in pots, use a good 
quality potting soil. There are many available. Lift 
the bag and go for the lightest weight one. Some of 
them come with a small bit of fertilizer already in 
the mix though this is not necessary and not good 
for seedlings: (1 do not like to use seeding mixes as 
they are too fine. A potting mix without fertilizer 
is good.) Fertilizer can be added to the pots later

and should not be used full strength for really small 
plants. There are organic fertilizers available and it is 
a good idea to use them for many reasons, the least 
of which is to enable the potting soil to be mixed into 
your garden soil when it 
is no longer needed in 
the pots. This will aerate 
your soil and add water 
retention capabilities. A 
good compost can also 
‘be applied to the top o 
the potting soil, which will 

introduce flora and fauna into the pot. 

I have seen instances where potting soil is left in 
pots from one year till the next, I think to cut down 
on the amount of soil needed to fill the pot the next 
year. I do not think this is a good idea as the potting 
soil breaks down over one season losing a lot of 
porosity and eliminating the good drainage ability of 
potting soil. Just go for the good stuff and your plants 
will grow much better. 

Really big pots need a lot of sail but there is a way 


_ to plant that decreases the amount needed. I have

seen masses of plastic peanuts used. Wow is that a 
mess when empting the pots! A lot of potshards do 
not occupy much space and are not needed in any 
pot. When planting in really big pots, unless you are 
planting a tree that will 
stay in the pot for several 
seasons. Most plants 
do not need all of the 
space the pot holds, even 
tropical trees that will be 
used for one season. This 
is the method I have used 
successfully for years: turn empty pots upside down 
in the bottom ofthe pot to occupy space until Lthere j is 
enough room leit on top the accommodate the plants 
to be planted. Use your common sense to make this 
decision (large plants need deeper space and small 
plants need shallower space!) and remember that the 
soil will fall around the pots and roots will be able to 
grow in this soil. 


As for compost, if you open the bag and it smells 
like anything other than soil, it is not finished and 
will not add to your soil until it is finished. In fact, it 
may subtract nutrients from the soil as.it continues 
to break down. Often bagged compost is made from 
debris from landscapers and contains everything 
put on any garden or lawn. It should, like potting 
soil, be loose. Lift the bag. If it is very heavy and 
feels like a cohesive chunk, do not buy it. Read the 
label to see what it is made of. If the ingredients 
are not listed, do not use it. Good compost will 
aerate the soil, add water retention, flora, fauna 
and micronutrients to the soil. The best compost is 


_the compost you make. You know what goes into it 


and can tell when it is done composting. ,This is a 
process and most people do not know how easy it is 
and that it does not have to stink (another column). 
Given this, my favorite composts are Dr. Earth and 
Sweet Peet, a mulch that becomes compost. Both are 
relatively new to the market and both are available at 
Lynch’s in Southampton.

Support one another that is what the essence of 
all of our purpose is all about.” According to the 
late Whitney Houston’s father John Houston, M.C. 
Hammer had another purpose in life, to marry his 
daughter Whitney. Hammer revealed back in January 
1991 that he was at Super Bowl XXV where he saw 
Houston perform the National Anthem. According to 
Hammer, who was hanging in the greenroom behind 
the scenes, “Whitney’s dad pulled me and Whitney 
in a room and said ‘you know Hammer, you should 
really consider marrying Whitney.’ And, I said, ‘I'd 
love to but I’m already married.” Hammer went on 
and reminisced, “I love my wife dearly but, | always 
laughed about that. Always a big fan of Whitney. | 
loved Whitney and miss her dearly.” Hammer and his 
wife, Stephanie, (who he met in Church) have been 
married for almost 30 years, yet Hammer shared, 
“I always kept my connection with her very casual 
but I always considered myself a friend of Whitney 
Houston.” Hammer who is a family man first with 
five children (two girls and three boys) continues to 
perform worldwide and even brings his kids on the 
road with him. Hammer’s sons were all with Dad on 
stage performing live in the Hamptons. 14-year-old 
Jeremiah a.k.a. Hammer Jr. sang with Dad during 
“Too Legit To Quit.” 16-year-old Booby Hammer had 
a rap solo. When I asked Booby if his Dad ever told 
him the Whitney Houston story he said, “No! Never!” 
I joked and said things could have been very different 
for him-if his Dad married Houston. He laughed and 
replied, “Yeah, I guess I wouldn’t be here!”

Here on the East End of Long

FISH FILETS BAKED IN A SPICY TOMATO SAUCE 

Flounder, Grey sole, fluke or sea bass filets can be 
used for this simple baked fish recipe. 

Serves 6 


For the tomato sauce 

2 1/2 pounds ripe tomatoes, peeled, seeded and 
diced 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

1 large red onion, thinly sliced 

1 clove garlic, finely chopped 

Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper to taste 

1 1/2 to 2 tablespoons capers 

1/4 teaspoon dried oregano 

1 small whole dried hot pepper, seeds remove and 
finely chopped or pepper flakes 


For the fish 
2 pounds fresh fish filets, flounder, fluke or sea 
bass. 


1. Plunge tomatoes into boiling water for 30 to 60 
seconds depending on size. Slip of skins with the tip 
of a knife. Cut in half crosswise; hold in palm of hand 
and squeeze out seeds. Dice. 


2. Heat oil in a medium saucepan and add the 
onions. Sauté for a few minutes until onions are 
translucent then add the chopped garlic, cook, 
stirring for a few seconds and add the tomatoes. 
Season with salt and pepper to taste and simmer for 
15 to 20 minutes. Add the capers, oregano and dried 
pepper. Stir to mix and remove from heat. Taste 
to adjust seasoning as necessary. Can be prepared 
ahead to this point. 


Preheat oven to 400°F. 


3. When ready to serve cover the bottom of a 
shallow non-reactive baking dish, (Pyrex or ceramic) 
with a little sauce. Arrange fish filets on the sauce in 
one layer and pour over remaining sauce. Bake for 8 
to 10 minutes depending on thickness of fish. Serve 
with crusty bread and a simple green salad. 


WEAKFISH MEUNIERE 

Weakfish, also known as sea trout, lends itself well to 
this classic preparation with slivered almond garnish, 
which is an option. 

Serves 4 


2 large weakfish fillets, about 1 1/2 pounds 
Kosher salt and freshly ground pepper 


A Very Fresh Flounder 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil 

4 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 

4 tablespoons finely chopped flat-leaf Italian 
parsley 

1/4 cup slivered almonds, lightly toasted (optional) 


1. Cut fillets into 4-inch square pieces; rinse and 
pat dry with paper towel. 


2. Melt 1 tablespoon butter with 1 tablespoon 
oil in a large non-stick skillet .until hot. Meanwhile 
coat the fish with flour on both sides and season 
with salt and pepper. Sauté 3 or 4 pieces at a time 
until well browned, about 3 minutes on each side; 
do not crowd the pan and transfer to a side dish. 
Add remaining butter and oil and when hot cook the 
remaining pieces as above. Transfer fish to a platter, 
one layer deep, as they are done.

Scallops sizzle and brown quickly when cooked in 
hot fat otherwise they lose their natural juices. 

Serves 4 as first course or 2 as an entrée 


3/4 pound sea scallops 
1/3 cup panko bread crumbs 
’ Coarse (kosher) salt and freshly ground pepper 
1/2 teaspoon paprika 
1 tablespoon unsalted butter 
1 tablespoon olive oil 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 tablespoons finely chopped flat-leaf Italian 
parsley 


1. Remove the small tough muscle on the sides 
of the scallops, rinse and pat dry with paper towel. 
Place panko crumbs on a flat dish and season with 
salt, pepper and paprika. Dredge scallops in the 
seasoned crumbs and set aside. 


2. Heat butter and oil in a large non-stick skillet. 
Put the scallops into the pan in one layer. Sauté in 
two batches if necessary and do not crowd the pan 
or they will lose moisture as they cook. 


3. Depending on size of scallop, sauté about 1 
to 1 1/2 minutes on one side, turn and cook other 
side for about 1 to 1 1/2 minutes longer. It’s better 
to undercook scallops slightly or they will shrink 
and toughen. Sprinkle with salt and pepper to taste, 
lemon juice and parsley and serve immediately. gp

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Restaurant Review: Banzai Burger

LL: week, I took a staycation out to Montauk 
and made a pit stop to sample Banzai Burger, a 
laid back and eclectic burger joint on the Napeague 
stretch. 

A Southampton native, I love making the trek out 
to The End to take in the beachy vibe, and Banzai 
Burger is a perfect combination of all that I want 
from a locale in Napeague. Casual chic, the upscale 
beach shack is painted white with splashes of sea 
green and plenty of open windows to allow diners 
to take advantage of cool breezes and sunsets over 
Napeague Bay. 

But there’s another (and more important) reason 
why this burger joint is quintessentially Montauk — 
everything is made from scratch, and the fish are 
fresh off the boat by way of Gosman’s Dock. The 


meat is sourced from Pat LaFrieda, one of New York’s 
premier meat purveyors. 

My brother Sean and | walked into Banzai Burger 
and were immediately greeted by hip reggae music 
and Danny Pustovit, one of the restaurant’s owners. 

Our waitress Christine, who recently moved here 
from Atlanta and couldn’t have better defined the 
term Southern hospitality, appeared and took our 
drink order. We chatted about the menu, and though 
the name would rightfully suggest that this is a burger 
place, there are also a number of freshly made sushi 
options. Sean and | ultimately went for the Tuna 
Steak burger and the Turkey Burger, respectively. 
In addition to the traditional cheeseburger, Banzai 
Burger has something for anyone who énjoys having 
their food sandwiched between a grilled, puffy 
brioche bun - the Foie Gras Burger, Lamb Burger and 
Vegan Burger are among the more unusual options.

My dinner at Banzai Burger 


All of the drinks are made by hand and blended by 
Nadia the bar manager. I started with the Montauk 
Margarita, and Sean the Key Lime Pie Martini. Upon 
first sip, it was obvious that this is more than a 
simple, pour-from-a-can operation. 

Then it was on to the appetizers. We settled-on 
the local Fish Tacos, which include cilantro, lime, 
pickled red onions and serrano chile and the Shishito 
peppers with Amagansett Sea Salt. 

Before our food arrived, Sean, who had spent the 
day fishing, commented that he expected the fish 
tacos to be made of an abundant or “easy” fish to 
catch like sea bass. But he was both surprised and 
excited to find that it was made with fresh fluke. 
Luckily, he offered to share. | loved the cilantro 
infusion and was happy to find that the whole chunks 
of fish were grilled. 

My peppers, which | was told are popular with 
locals, would offer a unique sushi pairing as an 
alternative to something like edamame. The local 
salt packs a lot of flavor and enhances the grilled 
tanginess of the peppers. 

The peppers also went well with my turkey burger. 
My main course was everything that a burger should 
be, plus some crispy strips of bacon. Simple, no 
nonsense and freshly made. And it had huge pieces 
of avocadoes that negated any preconceived notion 
to put ketchup on top. Sean finished his tuna — which 
is topped with grilled red onions, avocado and 
wasabi mayo - almost as fast as | finished mine. He 
enjoyed the kick that the mayo gave the fish. 

Lastly, it was time for the homemade cheesecake, 
which one customer remarked was “As good as 
my mother’s!” It is a compliment that I would find 
hard to disprove, as this cheesecake is creamy and 
topped with berries. 

After dinner, we wandered into the outdoor dining 
area. There are a few tables scattered on the grounds 
as well as an area with Adirondack chairs and coffee 
tables — perfect for enjoying a signature cocktail or 
two. Sean and | opted to challenge each other at the 
ping-pong table, and Christine graciously brought us 
some waters to fuel the intense rivalry. Needless to 
say, I’ll be back for arematch.

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Restaurant Review: Luce + Hawkins

pare doing all the basic “research” for restaurant 
reviews — the eating — but sometimes when it 
comes time to write it all out it’s a drag. Then there’s 
Luce + Hawkins. I looked forward to reliving every 
delicious detail of my latest meal there. 

When my family went to Luce + Hawkins two weeks 
ago the solarium dining area had just been re-opened 
for the season. From our vantage point we could 
watch Chef Keith Luce work his magic in the kitchen. 
We also saw him, through an outer wall of windows, 
pop out to the kitchen garden to snip some lavender 
flowers to accent my dessert. Now that’s “local!” 

The soft-spoken chef made his way around to 
every table that night to chat. He told us that he was 
pretty tired because the high season had just kicked 
in at the restaurant and he’d just received 300 new 
laying hens at his farm. Busy, busy man. 

Server Patrick Thomas delivered a dish of very 
hot, sunflower seed-studded rolls with a small jar of 
Goodale Farms’ house cultured butter. Delish. 

1 of course chose to follow the $45 “Eat Drink 
Local” four-course menu. Everyone at your table 
should either opt in or opt out of this chef-chosen 
nightly lineup. Either way Luce’s cooking will wow 
you. I bribed Chef — with a jar of homemade rhubarb 
jam — to let me do the Eat Drink Local menu while my 
husband and son ordered from the regular dinner 
menu. 

That night’s Eat Drink Local was comprised of 
a first course of a delicately flavored and textured 
Roman Egg Drop & Spinach Soup. “Chinese Egg Drop 
Soup” was one of the first dishes I learned to prepare 
as a child. Mine never tasted like this. 

My second course was Goodale Farms’ Goat 
Cheese Radish Tartines. Scrumptious! Yes, you can 
eat the tender radish greens. 

My third course was Peconic Bay Porgy that was 
so tender it practically melted, the entire skin rolled 
off in one piece on my fork like magic. Served with 
smashed, red-skinned new potatoes, a savory tomato 
jam and a nicely zesty lemon-thyme tartar sauce. 

My fourth course of Local Strawberries & Corn 
Shortcake with lavender cream didn’t excite me 
until it arrived. Did I really want corn in my cake 
and lavender in my cream? Turns out...yeah. The 
shortcake didn’t scream “corn” but the grain added a 
tender moistness. The fresh lavender blossoms and 
cream were a nice counterpoint to the sweetness of 
the berries. ; 

I was too full for a glass of wine after this culinary 
trek but I had actually started out on the right foot 
with a Warsaw Bison, a bright and very lively drink 
of Zubrowka Bison Grass Vodka, ginger beer and lime 
served in a glass mug. 

Husband got things rolling with a Gin Ricky, which 
he pronounced, “Not too sweet...tart...hmmm it’s 
good.” 

Of course our son Teenage Boy went straight to 
the food, ordering Firecracker Scallops with wasabi, 
tempura and egg crumbs and smoked Steelhead 
caviar. He dubbed them “sort of spicy, really good,” 
as he inhaled them. 

Husband thoroughly enjoyed one of his favorite 
menu items — Nofo Duck Wings. Served with Goodale 
Farms’ feta made into a raita and chili garlic sauce. 
He remarked, “Better even than I remember.” 

Husband went on to Sausage Pierogi with sage 
leaves, brown butter and sweet red onion marmalade.

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Restaurant Review: Ruschmeyer’s

hen leftovers inspire you to do new things 

with the stuff growing in your garden, it is safe 
to say you had less of a dinner and.more of a culinary 
experience the night before. This was the much 
welcome case with my refreshingly awesome Sunday 
dinner at Ruschmeyer’s, a restaurant and hotel that 
is arguably Montauk’s biggest hipster hotspot. 

As a waitress, I was around to see the renovation 
of the property as The Second House Tavern, and 
my dining companion Jessie spent summers living 
on the property in years past, back when the entire 
staff from the Shagwong shared bunks in the rustic 
accommodations behind the restaurant. These have 
since been made over by the team at King and Grove, 
a lifestyle hotel brand responsible for some not so 
subtle changes to Montauk, including the Surf Lodge. 

Some of the players responsible for the success 
of the Lodge - which has since been purchased by 
Michael Walrath — have turned their creative efforts 
on Ruschmeyer’s, where the idea of summer camp for 
adults has been emphasized by outdoor screenings 
of films like Dirty Dancing and a Rasta inspired, ping- 
pong table laden “Sand Bar,” sponsored this summer 
by Blackwell Rum. (Let it be known that the drinks 
are of the dangerously delicious persuasion.) To 
Jessie, it’s kind of like old times in the sand pit at 
Lakeside — if you’re dated enough to remember — 
except you know, on acid. Seriously, the whole scene 
is a trip, and we mean that in the nicest way. 

Once Jessie and | had some good visuals going, 
we were whisked to a corner table in the attractively 
mess-hall-inspired dining room by general manager 
Ray Pirkle, who proceeded to unobtrusively spoil the 
s*** out of us, along with the rest of the staff. 

We were treated to a tasting of appetizers that 
included creamy burrata cheese, an anchovy-topped 


Caesar derived from local arugula (the menu’s 
vegetable of the moment) and a crusty flatbread 
pizza garnished with littleneck clams. A seared tuna 
salad with fresh mint, watermelon, cucumber and a 
fantastic chili dressing stood out — what a great and 
unexpected combination of flavors. 

Hawk-eying the servers as usual, we noted that 
they all seemed so abundantly and graciously 
happy that they could diffuse any ill situation upon

contact. Perhaps this is because everyone we had 
encountered, including our deliciously cute British 
bartender, Colin, expressed that they are so happy 
— blessed, in fact — to be living at the beach. It seems 
like they get it. 

Before our entrees arrived, Co-executive chef Phil 
Winser popped out of the kitchen to discuss little 
things, like why he serves crudités of fresh local 
radishes with oil and Amagansett Sea Salt. He and 
a partner, Ben Towill, are the team behind The Fat

Radish on the Lower East Side, but he has worked 
his way through kitchens in less-inspired places to 
get to our seaside land of milk and honey - or fish 
and kale, as it were. He is genuinely thrilled to deal 
with purveyors who catch and grow what they sell, 
and it is as refreshing to see someone find so much 
enjoyment in his work as it is to partake in his labors. 

“With so many local products, it’s just a chef’s 
dream out here,” he said, eyes wild like a kid in a 
candy store, before sliding back into the kitchen. 

Our entrees consisted of a swordfish steak with a 
sweet corn and summer squash succotash, and one 
of those $21 bacon cheddar burgers that somehow 
manages to completely justify its absurd price. 
Fries were crisped to perfection and the burger was 
obscenely rare, as it should be, and oozing with 
cheese and bacon, two of my favorite fat groups. 
The use of Sir Kensington’s ketchup must be a big 
deal — considering I don’t know that I’ve ever been 
to a restaurant that doesn’t use Heinz. Jessie’s 
swordfish was tender, succulent, and topped with 
dill, making me completely re-evaluate my ho-hum 
attitude towards swordfish. 

Before long, there came a tasting of chilled red 
wines, each of which was accompanied by a detailed 
and impassioned explanation. Desserts were made in 
house and nearly too sinful to mention. Fresh berries 
suspended in a chilled and foamed coconut milk 
soup were my favorite. Jessie was wild for a mason 
jar of mousse, topped with white chocolate, with a 
caramel surprise at the bottom. 

Considering the crowds the bar attracts on weekend 
nights, we were pleasantly surprised at a dining 
experience that was at once decadent and chill. Kudos 
to the staff, for pulling off a difficult feat. ga

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Meet the Chef: Joe Realmuto

oe Realmuto the executive chef of all Honest 

Man properties, which include Nick & Toni’s in 
East Hampton, has gone above and beyond as a chef 
and as a citizen. 

It all began in 1991 when Realmuto attended the 
Culinary Institute of America, interning under the 
direction of John Laughran at River Café in Brooklyn. 
Realmuto graduated in 1993 and spent his first 
summer in the Hamptons at Nick & Toni’s restaurant, 
returning to New York in the winter.

“I knew NYC closes down in the summer, | went 
to the Hamptons for its busy summer season. I was 
going to put my head down and make a name for 
myself in NYC until I received a position as sous 
chef at Nick & Toni’s in the spring of 1994. After that 
summer I fell in love with it and didn’t want to go 
back into the city,” Realmuto explains. 

Realmuto believes that his love for working in the 
Hamptons came directly from the relationships he 
forged with locals. 

“It was all about the product, when I was at the 
River Café, all my food came from boxes, when I came 
to the Hamptons there were local fishermen and 
fresh ingredients from the garden. | fell in love with 
the availability of products and the relationships 
we've built with the locals. The biggest thing was the 
relationships,” Realmuto said. 

Realmuto began his career as a line cook under 
executive chef Paul Del Favero. In two years his 
astonishing culinary skills advanced him to sous 
chef, and in 1996 he received attention from Food 
& Wine magazine, as it proclaimed that “Nick & 
Toni’s is the best Italian restaurant on the East 
End.” Shortly afterward, Realmuto was named Nick 
& Toni’s executive chef. He went on to open three 
additional restaurants with Honest Management 
Company — Rowdy Hall, La Fondita, and Townline 
BBQ. 

“Right now it’s all about giving back to the 
community,” Realmuto says of his future plans. 

Realmuto received The Press News Group’s 
Community First Award winner for 2011. He was 
nominated by Doreen Quaranto of Most Holy Trinity 


Church in East Hampton. Realmuto was recognized 
for his dedicated service to his community, which 
includes coordinating the community monthly soup 
dinner for the church. 

Realmuto has also provided his services to the 
Hayground School by designing their Young Chefs 
Program, a_ chef-led 
workshop for children 
inspired by the memory 
of Realmuto’s co-worker 
Jeff Salaway. Salaway 
owned Nick & Toni’s 
when he was tragically 
killed in a car accident 
in 2001. This innovative 
program for kids was 
created to bring kids, chefs and food together in 
the spirit of community. Students. and teachers 
use ingredients from the campus’s two vegetable 
gardens, greenhouse and chicken coop. 

“I fell in love with this program...I was envious 
that my children are missing out on this opportunity 
because they’re in a public school,” Realmuto 
commented. As a result, Realmuto expanded this 
program idea to the Springs School, where Realmuto’s 
children attend. The Springs School Seedling Project 
has built a greenhouse, and its mission is to teach 
children about growing produce, cooking and eating 
healthfully. 
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“When | came to the Hamptons... 

| fell in love with the availability of 
poducts and the relationships we’ve 
built with the locals.” 


“In the end I raised $60,000 dollars, the second 
year we created an outdoor garden, and worked the 
whole program into the school curriculum. This was 
four years ago. Now in the public schools on the East 
End there’s about 18 gardens, and there’s a huge 
push to expand to NYC. I’m happy to be a part of 
that,” Realmuto says. 

“The kids are our 
future — for me it was 
important to teach kids 
that food doesn’t come 
from a grocery store, it 
comes from the garden. 
The East End, where 
local produce is available 
to us all the time, is a 
great place to learn this.” 

Along with an outstanding track record for giving 
back to his community, Realmuto was also featured 
on the Food Network and he continues to advance his 
career. Look for Realmuto at upcoming workshops 
and events including Dan’s Taste of Two Forks on 
July 14.
